WASHINGTON, June 
IS—In the 


senate Tillmau today gave notice of 
an amendment that, he will offer to 
the tariff bill, which provides for a 
head tax of ?100 on all immigrants to 
the United States.

compilation of the statistics oil 


coal production in -.he United States 
in 1SH6 has just been completed by 
Statistician E, "vV. Parker. The pro- 
duction was 380,630,650 short tons, 
valued at $195,557,640. against 153,117,- 
•53 short tons, valued at 5107,709,043 
in 1893. a decrease of 2,447,571 short 
tons in amount and o£ $2,241,394 in 
value. The decrease in product was 
entirely in that of Pennsylvania, an- 
thracite. 
The output of bituminous 


shows or. increase of about 1,750,000 
tons. 
The 
anthracite product 
of 


Pennsylvania decreased nearly 4,250,- 
000 tons. It is a notable feature, how- 
ever, that there was o decrease in the 
value of bituminous product ot over 
51.600,000. notwithstanding the 
in- 


creased output and that there was a 
comparative increase in the value of 
anthracite, although

price obtained for anthracite at the 
mines increased from .$1.41 in 1S9S to 
51.51 in 1S9G.

Tho 'National .Itfiaanclal School, 


The .National Financial school is 


tbo name of an organizattoo which is 
making somo headway in the middle 
northern states and perhaps also iu oth- 
er sections of the country. Its ostonsi- 
•blo object is to conduct nonpurf-iaan 
study of American finance. Its pros- 
pectus, however, contains some expres- 
sions such as' 'restoration of a thorough- 
ly American tiimuciiil policy," which 
indicates the real object of tbe pro- 
rnotera. The organization was recently 
extended into Boone county, lud., 
where seven financial schools besides 
tbe "advance school" imd the "county 
school" are now iu operation, each with, 
presidents, secretaries, instructors and 
diractora. 


These finiiucial schools should bo en- 


couraged by all sound money men and 
organizaitoiia. There is no more cer- 
tain way of ridding the country of 
tbe IC-to-l-er than by educating the 
voters on ' tho money question. If the 
eehools are real schools and not merely 
lectnre rooms, theie cannot bo too raany.. 
of them. As they are uonpurtisan, books 
and literature on 'both sides of the sil- 
ver question jshouW be provided for 
their use, In this connection tho sound 
currency comiaitteuof tlio Reform club, 
52 William street, Ne\v York city, of- 
fers to'court free, of charge a limited' 
supply of literiihn'0 to the officers of 
any of these soliools asking for same.

books labelled "Seven Day Book" can- 
not be renewed or re-issued to one of 
the borrower's family until 24 hours 
after their return to the library.

Persons desiring certain books 


added 'to The library are requested to 
give their titles io the librarian for. 
the consideration of the book commit- 
tee. Slips on which the. titles are kept 
may be found .it the delivery desk. 


17. The' reference department, con- 


taining dictionaries, 
eucyclopodeas, 


etc.. is for quitst study and readingraad 
is free to -all. No noise or conversation 
is allowed, a.nd the use. of ink, except 
in a fountain pen is forbidden. Any 
book desired for consultation 
from 


the circulating department niusc be 
applied for at the desk.
